Guam, Wednesday, June 6 (ZP) 
—Great fires raged in Kobe yes­ 
terday six hours 
after 
approxi­ 
mately 450 Superfortresses deliv­ 
ered a blow at this sixth city and 
largest port of Japan at a cost of 
eight bombers. 
The bomber losses—less than 
half the record total of 19 shot 
down over Tokyo in the big fire 
raid of May 29—were announced 
in

by 
the 20th Air 
force, which said results of the 
raid were excellent.

which had claimed 56 of the B- 
29s were shot down, 
was 
heard 
admitting six hours after the last 
bomber turned 
for 
home 
that 
the fires were only then “gradual­ 
ly being extinguished."

The raid was carried out on the 
first anniversary of the initial R-
